I Big Meeting at Belleville. 

i ■■■'■ 

I It was not a Social Democratic meeting, 
j hut when it was over and the crowd began 
j to exchange, opinions, it was generally 
I agreed to tliat the Socialists had again got 
I in their work in line shape. The occasion 
j was a ilemon.-tration l)y the ITiite l Mine 
I Worki'rs in this section, assisted hv the 
! various l hides union organiz itions of I’.elle- 
' ville. Tlie time was in the afternoon of 
.Saturday, April 1. While the line was 
being firmed for a gieat parade and crowds 
of peoide were iLssemhling in the streets to 
listen to tlie mnsie of several brass hands, 
a eomniitteman of tlie miners called at my 
“den’’ and invited me to speak at the meet¬ 
ing. Of eoiirse 1 aeeepted the invitation 
and so had a part in what is said to h.ave 
been one ot the greatest deiminstrations by 
lah.ir the city has evi-r seen. Tne local 
papers said that 2,0(ii) men marched in the 
parade. Comrade U iherl Steiner, editor of 
•‘Tagehlatt Und .Arlieiter Zeitung,” of Itelle- 
ville. Iiad also been invited to speak, and 
when we arrived at the liall we were intro¬ 
duced to .Mr. John Mitchell, national 
jiresident of the I'nited -Mine Workers of 
.America. It was arranged th.at .Mr. .Mit- 
ciiell should he the first speaker, 1 to fol¬ 
low him .md then (' uuradc .Steiner to close 
with an address in Derman. 

I’resident .Miiehell's speech was chiefly 
a review of the “gi'eal victoric'i” which 
have heen won by tiu miners. He ide.ided 
for recognition of the mutual interests and 
rights Ilfeinjilnyei,. and empluvedand s-iid 
I the iiiii-nUiirs.e eild n.it pay higher wages; 
j ID- was not jir‘seiii t'l array ela-is against 
ela-s and he regreued rhe jires net* in (he 
orgaui;fatioii of |•.e^u:als. lie spoke in such 
■ji lor terms of ilt pree.ilion as he w is cap¬ 
able of ab lilt the agitation of S leialists .and 
deel.tred that- “‘■Due year ag i t i-dav the 
miners of tills e.iiintry were slaves, but to¬ 
day. I am prou I to .say they are free men.”

The iipe,ii:. ■]'- I "li w.as ri'ceived .•vith i 
discouraging lack of int.rcst and elicited 
very little applause from the great aud¬ 
ience. I Jiad a feeling of disa]i|ioiiiti!ienl 
iiiysell, and felt loo that those present, who 
have a right on such oeeasions to exjH'et 
something ediieational. to lift them out of 
the rut of their ordinary, everv-day tliink- 
ing, shared that feeling with me.

A'ou draw an aver¬ 
age wage of .?-J‘_’.'i a year for your most lah- 
oriiins toil, and the operators wfio aeenm- 
ulate wealth ean'l afford to pay you more, 
hut are ever trying to pay you less, and 
you are free men. if we imderstand this 
iaiior jirolil'111. let ns he honest. Is it imt 
tnie that every man who is sejiaratcd from 
llie means of gaining a living, who has no 
interest in the natural resources of tlieeartli 
or the tools of production and is compelled 
to depend U|ion the wiiim of the c-iji talist 
for the |irivilege of eating bread, and wear¬ 
ing clothes, and living in a house, what is 
such a man but a slave?" 

“That's rigiit!” was shouted from all 
parts of the house. Then in an iionr'.s 
talk 1 showed them the way to eeoimmie 
freedom, told them not to he deceived into' 
the belief that their interests were the 
same as thecapitalisl class interests. Tliat 
class wanted prolits ami by the ownership 
of the means of life <-iiined proliks out of 
famine and need ami the raggftd misery of 
the producers of wealth. Only when the 
working class were united to effect for their 
own interests the control of governmept 
an l of the tools of production, would tiiat 
class be free and know what it really meant 
to have good times. Socialism was the 
hope of the workers and the world. 

The audience was distinctly not in syin- 
pathy with John Mitchell, as their reeep- 
fion of the living truths of Soi'ialism deni- 
onstrated. The pttople want the truth and 
wlien it is presented they are not so dull 
that they cau be caught by anything else.

Flight oT an “Eagle;” 

Among the many capitalist newspapers 
whose editors have r igmled it lus a p.irt of 
their journalistic dufv in the past to assail 
and misrepresent E,i^:ii>\'. Den, one of 
the bitterest and most vituperative is the 
Hrookly.n E igle. It is very significant 
that this newsjiaper should print an editorial 
in its issue of March g'J (some jiassages 
from which we i|Uiite;, immediately follow¬ 
ing Comriide Delis’ a Idress at the .Nine¬ 
teenth Century club, and arra'gii the press 
of .New A'ork for its vulgar and unfair treat¬ 
ment on that oecasiiin.

‘‘Tlie clubaccomiilished a fe^t in bring¬ 
ing the.se people on the smiie platform, 
ill a single evening. The occasion, how¬ 
ever, would have been moi;e in.striictive, 
if each speaker could have hiidt.'iu whole 
eveniiig'to himself. I'he result r •ached, 
as lietweeii Me.ssrs 1 ) and Lewis, was 
one of collision rattier than ofcon viction, 
one ofstimulatioii rather thtin of eiluca- 
tion, one of eiitertaiinneiit rattier than of 
instruction. Each imlulgi'd in just enough 
“jiersonal reniirk'' to spice discourse, 
hilt in comparative moderat'on and in 
lac'ful restraint the labor agitator shone 
a bit better or finer than the lawyer. The 
real lesson of the night was the deplor- 
ahleuess of the difference between the 
two men." 

The editor of the Eagle then closes with 
a reference to the legal iniipiity following 
the sympathetic strike of 181 * 4 , in these 
word') : 

“AVe do not believe that the device of 
injunction, as a substitute for trial at law, 
will ever again be carried to the extent it 
was, in the case of Mr. Debs, j'ears ago. 
Not do we believe that the Philistinism 
of Mr. Lewis will'ever be made the policy 
of the people. BoUi men diould be 
belt* red by what they "ran up against”

Virdin, Pana, that suburb of hell 
called’ Pullman and other ensan- 
ipiined industrial battle fields 
where thousands of workingmen 
after being oppressed and robbed 
wore imprisoned like felons, and 
shot down like vagabond dogs- 
where vena! judges issued infain- 
onr injunctions and despotic orders 
at the behest oftheir masters, en¬ 
forcing them with deputy marshals 
armed with pistols and clubs and 
supported by troops with gleaming*^ 
bayonets and shotted guns to drain 
the veins of w orkinjitmen of blood, 
but for whose labor this continent 
would he a wilderness. Only the 
tortures of hunger and nakedness 
provoked (irotost, and this was 
silenced by the bayonet and bullet, 
by the club and the blood that fol¬ 
lowed the blow. 

Pri.son labor is not accountable 
for the appalling increase in insan¬ 
ity, in suicide, in murder, in 
prostitution and a thousand 
other forms of vice and crime 
which pollute every fountain and 
contamiimte every stream designed 
to bless the world. 

Prison labor did not create oor 
army of unemployed, but has 
recruited from its' ranks, and both 
owe their existence to the same 
social and economic system. Nor 
are the evil eflects confined ex¬ 
clusive!}’ to the jioor working class. 
There is an aspect of the case in 
which the rich are as unfortunate 
as the jioor. The destiny of the 
capitalist class is irrevocably linked 
with the working class. Fichte, 
the great German philosopher said, 
“Wickedness incremses in propor¬ 
tion to the elevation of rank.” 

Prison labor is but one of the 
manifestations of our economic de- 
velojiment and indicates its treni 
1 he same cause that demoralized 
industry has crowded ,our prisons. 
Industry has not been impoverished 
by prison labor, but prison labor 
is the result of impoverished in¬ 
dustry. The limited time at my 
command will not permit an analy¬ 
sis of the process. 

The real ipiestion which con¬ 
fronts us is our industrial system 
and its effects upon labor. One o 
these effects is, as 1 have intim¬ 
ated, prison labor. What is its 
cause? W hat makes it iiecgssaiy? 
The answer i.s, the competitive 
system, which creates wage-slav¬ 
ery, throw.s thousands out of em¬ 
ployment and reduces the wages 
of thousands more to the point of 
! bare subsi>tence.

Carey Speaks Out 
On Child Labor. 

The Boston Post has the follow¬ 
ing rejiort on Carey’s speech in the 
House, in support of his bill deal¬ 
ing with child labor: 

Representative .lames F- Carey 
made a speech so full of bitterness 
for existing social conditions that 
Sjieaker Bates was obliged to re¬ 
primand the applauding galleries, 
while the doorkeeper sent several 
messengers to jirevent a recurrence 
of tlie incidiMit. 

Mr. Carey told tlie House that it 
is they who ought to he imjirisoned 
and nut tlie drunkards. 

His sultjeet was tlie employment 
of Illinois in factories and mills. 
He said lie was ready to meet 
eitlier the repiihlieans or demo¬ 
crats on the stump anywhere in 
this stale and discuss the indust¬ 
rial siiuatioii, which, he said, ‘‘was 
dejiluralile in Massachusetts.” 

The pni.-iic rily of -McKinley he 
denied exisied, and tlie restoration 
of wage.s to the operatives was 
not tlie prosperity guanmleed liy 
politicians. 

-Mr. Car •}• u.‘•■ualIy sjieaks from 
his seat, hot yesterday he stood in 
the area in front of the speaker's 
desk and exlioricii the llmise to 
turn down the report of the labor | 
committee, which was against ids 
hill introduced on .January 18, 
cliaiiging tlic age of minor labor] 
from H years to 10. He was hit¬ 
ter in hiS words (jondemuing tlie 
present stale of siiciety, so that 
wliile there was some impatience 
manifested as to the leiigtli of Ids 
speech, he refused to yield and 
k('|it up his remarks until tlie time 
of adjournment. 

Mr. Carey argued that “tliere is 
no iKM-essity of cldld labor in the 
factories. Cldld labor is not eco¬ 
nomically necessary, for machinery 
lias so largely increased the power 
ol production, hut it is- used by 
the capitalist c'ass to heat down 
the wages of the husband and 
father. It is robbery of the poor 
for the benelit of the capitalists. 
Wages are lieaten down, and yet 
people wonder wiiy drunkenness 
and crime inerea-e. 

_“Thi.s eoi.ditioii isdne totlielaws. 
Inslead of imprisoning the druiiK- 
ards, they ouglit to iniprisuii you 
wlio make the laws wldeli make 
tin* present hiirdeiisome industrial 
eondilioiis ))ossible. 

“Is it tlic .New Bedford and Fall 
River mills and slocks and bonds 
wldcli make the glory of Massa¬ 
chusetts, or the memory of Wendell 
I’liillips and William Eluy-d Gar¬ 
rison and the fact that once Mas¬ 
sachusetts stood for liberty? If 
tills bill should ])ass it would free 
some 15,0tK) children from tlu; 
mills of the state and send them lo 
the public schools.

Lively Time at Whitman. 

‘CVgain we Itave met the enemy 
and again are they ours.” The 
I adjourned town meeting was again 
called to order on March 2«, to 
hear the reports of the sjieeial coin- 
mittees, which were appointed at 
the annual in -eting. The first 
coiumitte to report was the commit¬ 
tee on investigating the rejiort of 
the road commissioners, where a 
majority and minority report had 
been submitted.

But we were 
in the field then as a reform )>arty 
and had no national signitlcancJ. 
Tlic report was accepted, and then 
the Committee on ajiprojiriation 
submitted tlieir re|iort with varia¬ 
tions and recommendations, and it 
was then the Socialists got in their 
work. Things wgis running along 
smootb.l}' until the appropriation of 
SljtlOd for superintendent of schools 
came up for consideration and tlnm 
it was a battle royal for the next 
hour. Here 1 mig|it state, that the 
toan of Rockland at its rccenttown 
meeting voted to'cou.^olidate with 
Whitman, in the hiring of su])erin- 
tendent of schools, but the voters 
of Whitman had no intithation of 
the proposed coiis didation, and.oii 
a i|Ucslion being asked of tin- 
moderator, it was gleaned that the 
schoid-committee have .almost om¬ 
nipotent power and need not con¬ 
sult the wishes of the town, as re¬ 
gard their ‘‘modus openuidi;” and 
further information was brought 
out tliat they contemjdated, in fact 
had ilecided, to go in with Rock¬ 
land on the hiring of a.siiiierintend- 
ent of schools, and they argued 
long and loud. But it was to no 
avail as far as^gaining the approval 
of the citizens was concerned, and 
an attemp t was made to have an 
informal vote taken to get the 
sense of the meeting. It was pul 
in such a manner by, the moderator 
that a majority did not understand 
it and the motion was lost. It was 
jdain to be seen that the voters 
were not satislied and numerous 
attempts were made to have the 
matter opened up again, but all 
were futile until one of our com¬ 
rades CoiK‘cived a plan which 
worked like a charm. It was done 
in the following u anner: Motion 
was made to lay the ap)>roiiriation 
for salary over until the disposition 
of the next item and that being 
done a motion was made to re-coii- 
sider the vote taken on tlie in¬ 
formal motion which was carried; 
then the informal motion that we 
continue to hire our own superin¬ 
tendent pf schools which was car-, 
ried almost unanimoiisl.v. The So¬ 
cialists were almost wliollv instru¬ 
mental in extricating the meeting 
out of the dilemma and receiveil 
congratulations on ever.v hand and 

I believe our stock has .risen lOtt 
per cent, at least. 

Next came the matter of appro¬ 
priation for side walks, the commit¬ 
tee had recommended an ajipropri- 
ati'Mi of SoOU; but we had it in¬ 
creased to ifl.tinO; we made an at¬ 
tempt to have the ajipropriation on 
public library increased fr. ni ?1.■)()() 
to SlS'dl). but were defeated bv a 
lose margin; it had then got to be 

II o'clock !>. m., and the meeting 
was adjourned to meet again on the 
‘27th insi., when we will have a 
chance to go after them again.
